In 
Allegheny National 


Bank of Pittsburg Two Millions. 
Plttibutg, May 18.—The following 


itatement with, regard to the aftaJrn ot 
the Allegheny National bank of Pitts- 
buh« was issued lost night: 


"A committee of representatives ot 


•ome ot the laigeat banks in thn city, 
prepared t* lend all assistance re- 
quired, spent almost all day in making 
a thorough ..examination ot tho bunk's 
affairs, but undine them In Biich a 
Hate el inextricable confusion camo 
to tho-fconcluBlcm that the wtao thing 
to do in the interest ot both dopoalt- 
or« uid stockboldors -under the cir- 
oumatancei is to let the affairs of the 
bank be closed up by tbu United 
States authorities. 


"The bank's deposits are small, not 


to exceed $300,000, outnide ot the city 
nnd state accounts, both of which have 
bondsmen for their security.'1 


Tho above announcement has come 


only after tile united efforts of its own 
officials and the representatives ot oth 
er local bonking institutions have 
failed to put the Allegheny National 
on Its feet again, following the dis- 
covery that the bank had been looted 
ot about $2,000,000 by Ita cashier, Wil- 
liam Montgomery, who IB now in jail 
By MUmtKomery'B turning ovor certain 
property and recoverable securities 
the net loss wa> reduced to about 
$1,250,060; As the bank's capital atook 
waa only 9600,000, its surplus )7<H),000 
and undivided profits $129,461 16 at 
the last report to the controller of the 
currency the situation was regarded an 
practically hopeless. 


The loans and discounts are *atd to 


have been in a verj unsatisfactory con- 
dition as the result of Montgomery's 
methods. Some of the note«, It Is 
claimed, were found to be forgeries 
and in other cases the collateral at- 
tached was discovered to be practl 
cally worthies* The bank, it wu.» anld 
was scarcely in a position to invite 
business, even if it could havn been 
obtained following the discovery of this 
blip* defalcation of Montgomery. 


Directors of the Allegheny National 


admitted that the bankers' committee 
hod gone 'through its books, but they 
declined to make any comment on the 
atatetdent issued.
